Ox the INSIGNIFICANCE of EARTHLY PURSUITS 
and ENJOYMENTS. 


7 HILE we are in this ftate of being, we muft encounter 
W difficulties, and ftruggle with uneafinefs, The heart 
will often be diflatisied, we know not why, and reafon will 
ftand an idle fpetator, as if unconfcious of its power. In fuch 
cafes, it ought to be awakened from its lethargy, and reminded 
of the tafk to which it is appointed. It thould be informed of 
the high office it bears in the ceconomy of the foul, and be 
mace acquainted with the infidious vigilance of its enemies. 

But while we languifh under the uneafinefs of difcontent, we 
cannot take a more effectual method to recover our peace, than 
to confider the infignificancy of every paffion that centres, and 
purfuit that terminates here. Suppofe our earthly aims were 
directed to their objeét by the favouring gale of fortune; fup- 
pofe our purfuits fhould be crowned with all the fuccefs that 
flattering hope affigns them ; yet vain, changeable, and impo- 
tent as we are, the fuccefs would not be worth a moment’s tri- 
umph. While the heart turns upon an earthly axis, like the 
perifhable ball that it loves, it will be varioufly affected by out- 
ward influences. Sometimes it will bear the fraits of gladnefs, 
and fometimes be the barren defart of melancholy : one while 
it will be exhilarated by the funfhine of pleafure, and again it 
will languifh in the gloom of difcontent. The caufe of this is, 
not only that the human heart is in itfelf changeable and un- 
certain, deriving its fenfations from conftitutional influences, 
but that the objects, if they are earthly objects, on which it de- 
pends for happineis, are liable to variation and decay. 

Hence arifes the fuperiority of religious views. When our 
hopes of happinefs are fixed on one certain event ; one event 
which, though remote, cannot be altered by mort.! contingen- 
cies, the heart has an invariable foundation whereon it may ref, 
Without this refting-place, we fhould be ** tofled to and fro 
with every wind” of fortune, the fport of chance, and the 
dvpes of expeétation. ‘To this immoveable anchor of the foul 
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religion directs us in the hopes of immortality. We know 
from the unerring word of divine revelation, that we fhall exift 
in another ftate of being, after the diffolution of this ; and we 
are confirmed, by every benevolent purpofe of Providence, in 
the belief that our future exiftence fhall be infinitely happy. In 
this glorious hope, the interefts of a temporary life are {wal- 
lowed up and loft. This hope, like the a of Aaron, de- 
vours the mock phantoms which are created by the magic-of 
this world, and at once fhews the vanity of every earthly pur- 
{uit. 
Compared with this profpeét, how poor, how barren, would 
every {cene of mortal happinefs appear! How defpicable at the 
beft—yet how liable to be deftroyed by every ftorm of adver- 
fity! For, are we not expofed to a thoufand accidents, the moft 
tifling of which may be fufficient to break a fcheme of feli- 
city ? Let us confider thofe conditions that are almoft univer- 
fally defired, the dignity of the great, and the affluence of the 
rich, Are thefe above the reach of misfortune ? Are they ex- 
empt from the importunities of care ? Greatnefs is but the ob- 
ject of impertinence and envy, and riches create more wants 
than they are able to gratify. Should then our withes lead to 
thefe, we fhould unavoidably be difappointed. The acquifi- 
tion might for a while footh our vanity, but we fhould foon 
figh for the eafe of obfcurity, and envy the content of thofe 
whom pride would call our vaffals. 

If wealth or grandeur then cannot afford us happinefs, where 
thall we feek it? Is it to be found in the cell of the hermit? 
or does it watch by the taper of folitary learning ? Loves it 
the fociety of laughing mirth ? or does it affeét the penfive plea- 
fares Of meditation? Is it only genuine in the cordiality of 
friendthip, or in the lafling tendernefs of married Jove? Alas! 
this train of alternatives will not do, Should we fly from the 
troubles of fociety to fome lonely hermitage, we fhould foon 
figh for the amufements of the world we had quarrelled with. 
The ftrongeft minds could not long fupport the burthen of un- 
communicated thought, and the firmeft heart would languifh in 
the ftagnation of melancholy. 

Akk the folitary fcholar, if ever, in his learned refearches, he 
beheld the retreat of happinefs—amufement is all that he will 
pretend to—amufement ! In queft of which, the active powers 
of the mind are frequently worn out, the underitanding ener- 
vated by the afliduity of attention, and the memory overbur- 
thened with uneflential ideas. 

Yet, pofibly, happinefs may mingle with fociety, and fwell 
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there cannot be called happinefs ; for the noife of mirth will 
vanifh with the echo of the evening, and ** even in laughter the 
heart is fad." If we are able to diftinguih the elegance of 
converfation, we fhall often be difgufted with the arrogance of 
pride, or the impertinence of folly ; and if not, we may be 
amufed indeed with the noife, but can never tafte the pleafares 
of fociety. 

As little reafon have we to hope for lafting happinefs from the 
engagements of friendfhip, or of love. The condition of hu. 
man life is at beft fo uncertain, that it is even dangerous to 
form any connections that are dear. The tendernefs of love 
opens the heart to many fufferings, to many painful apprehen. 
fions for the health and fafety of its objet, and many uneafy 
fenfations both from real and imaginary caufes. 

For want of a better remedy to thefe evils, the wifdom of an- 
cient philofophy teacheth us to bid a brave defiance to ‘the af- 
faults of pleafure, and of pain. This precept it urges with un- 
remitting aufterity, without making any allowance for particular 
tempers or cifcumftances, without inftruéting us howto behave'to 
the folicitations of joy or pleafure; how to defend the heart from 
the inroads of forfow, or to geard againft the unfcen ftratagems 
of diftrefs. 

But the religion of a Chriftian affords a nobler and a fafet 
refuge. With the exalted hopes that this pretents to us, ** the 
fufferings of the prefent time are not worthy to be compared.” 
In thofe glorious hopes let us bury every anxious thought, the 
uneafincis of difcontent, and the folicitude of care. Let us not 
fink onder our light affli&tions, which are but fora moment. A 
very few years, perhaps a few months or days, may bring vs into 
that ftate of being, where care and mifery perplex no more. 
** Though we have now our bed in darknefs, 2nd our pillow on 
the thorn,” yet the time draweth nigh when we hall taite of 
Jife without anguifh, and enjoy the light without ‘* bitternefs of 
foul. The night is far fpent, the day is at hand ! Let us there- 
fore gird up the loins of our mind, and be fober,”"—no longer 
diilipated, or diftarbed with the troubles of this world. We are 
hourly hafting to that fcene of exiftence, ‘* where the wicked 
ceafe from troubling, and where the weary are at reit ;” where 
hope thall no more be cuc off by difappointment, and where the 
diftreffes of time are forgot in the joys of eternity.

Ovfervations on the Paffage to India, through Egypt, and acrofs 
the great Defart ; with Remarks on the adjacent Countries. 
By James Capper, E/7; Cosonel in the Service of the Honoa- 
rable Eaft-India Company.

HE concluding part is a journal acrofs the great cefart. 
After the feafon for going through Egypt is pat, and if 
there fhould be occafion to iend difpatches by Baffora, the molt 
expeditious and lealt expenfive way is by fending duplicates to 
Vieana, to be forwarded to Conttantinople ; and from thence 
one copy to Aleppo, and another to Bagdad, both of which will 
probably arrive. at Baffora from England in Jefs than two months. 
The route taken by the colonel was to Leghorn, where he 
got in eighteen days. At Leghorn he embarked in a Ragufan 
fnow, and failed the zyth of September, 1778 ; and on the 
29th of O&tober Janded at Latichea. 

November the ilt, fet out on horfeback for Aleppo, and ar- 
rived there on the 4th; and having agreed with an Arabian 
fheick for camels and an elcort, fet out for Baffura on the roth. 
It was the 17th of Decemer before they approached Baflora. 

** December 17. A violent fog came on again lait night, and 
continued fo heavy as to foak through the teat. Karly in the 
night, before the fog came on, we faw three or four fires, appa- 
rently at the diltance of three or four miles to the E. N. E. 
The theick informed us they were on the banks. of the tu- 
phrates. Marched at day-break, and at half an -hour after 
nine came to the village of Coebda, which had been ruined by 
the Periians. ‘Here we got fome good water, at leait it ap- 
peared fo to us, who had not tatted any for more than twenty- 
four hours, We alfo met at Coebda ‘the perfon we had fent 
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with the letter to Baffora, who brought an anfwer from Mr, 
Latouche. 

** About one o’clock we arrived at Zebeer, another place 
which had alfo been deftroyed by the Perfians. In the evening 
Mr. Latouche, by a fecond meffenger, informed us that in the 
morning he fhould fend us mules and an efcort ; for as hoftili- 
ties ftill continued between the Arabs and the Perfians, our ef- 
cort could not accompany us any further. ‘The weather cleared 
up a little about noon, but was not quite clear until the eve. 
ning. We pitched our tents amongft the ruins of Zebeer, and 
ftationed an advanced piquet in front towards Baffora, to guard 
againft being furprized by the Perfians ; nor can this precaution 
be deemed unneceflary, confidering the violent animofity that 
fubfifted between the two nations, of which the following rela- 
tion will fufficiently explain the caufe. 

** When the Perfians took Baffora, they appointed Aly Ma- 
homed governor of it, leaving with him a garrifon of feven 
thoufand five hundred men. Although he was fuch a monfter 
as is only to be found amidé the ruins of a country, he had art 
enough to conceal his difpofition, until, by an affected modera- 
tion, he had thrown the inhabitants of the towns and villages 
dependent upon his government, off their guard. In about two 
months, however, he broke out, beginning his exceffes in the 
city of Baffora itfelf. The firfl victim of his luft was the daugh- 
ter of an Arabian phyfician ; the fame of whofe beauty having 
reached him, he caufed her to be brought to his houfe, where he 
kept her three days, and then turned her out of doors, expofed 
to the infults of the mob. The father had followed his daugh- 
ter to the houfe of the ravifher when fhe was torn from him, 
and had never quitted his door, fo that he was the frit perfon 
to receive her when fhe was again difmifled. He conduéted 
her home, intending on the way, 1n compliance with the cuftom 
of his country, to put her to death; but before he could exe. 
cute his intentions, his affetion for his only child prevailed over 
his regard to cuftom, and he determined not only to fave her 
life, but alfo as much as poflible, by marriage, to wipe out the 
ftain her reputation had received. He was rich, and much re- 
{pected in the city; which, added to the beauty of the girl, 
enabled him to get a hufband for her, not entirely equal to her 
proper rank and former pretenfions, but at the fame time greatly 
above the vulgar. 

“« The celebration of fuch a wedding could not fail to make 
a great noife, and of courfe was foon known to the tyrant. 
Whilft he continued fober, the news of it feemed neither to af- 


ford him pleafure or pain; but, in the firit fit of intoxication, 
he 
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he fent for the father, the hufband and the wife, and afked how 
they durft prefume to difpofe of a perfon devoted to his plea- 
fure ? Without waiting to receive their anfwer, he made one of 
his guards cut off the heads of the father and the hufband, and 
then compelled the woman to bring water to wath their blood off 
the hands of the executioner : nor did he ftop here , but the fe- 
quel of his conduct was not only too fhocking, but alfo too in- 
decent to be related. 

*«* Notwithftanding fuch unheard-of barbarity, the major part 
of the inhabitants cf Zebeer and Coebda were fo infatuated as 
to live within twelve miles of him, imprudently relying on the 
faith of one who had thus publicly violated all laws, both di- 
vine and human. A few, and but very few, of the moft pru- 
dent of them, had left either of thefe places, when one night, 
in a fit of drunkennefs, Aly Mahomed marched from Baflora 
with a body of troops, and burnt Zebeer ; at the fame time 
putting to death all thofe who attempted to efcape from the 
flames. From thence he marched to Coebda, where he aéted in 
the fame manner, and then returned to Baffora, exulting as 
much in having treacheroufly maflacred, in cold blood, a num- 
ber of defencelefs people, as if he had obtained a glorious vic- 
tory over a powerful army. 

‘* Submiffive as the fubjects of defpotic governments gene- 
rally are, even under the heavieft oppreffions, the inhabitants of 
Baffora would certainly have revolted againft the governor, had 
not the city been almoft depopulated, both by the plague and 
famine, before it fell into the hands of the Perfians. The few 
wretched inhabitants who furvived thefe dreadful calamities, 
could neither refift their tyrant, nor efcape from him: their 
number was too {mall to hope for fuccefs againft his Porce, and 
to remove from the city was impoflible ; they were therefore 
almoft reduced to defpair, when the gallant tribe of Arabs, 
called Montiffeeks, determined to refcue them. 

** Sheick Tamur, the chief of this tribe, having collected an 
army of about fifteen thoufand men, advanced with a feleét narty 
of about two thoufand horfe within fight of the walls of Baf- 
fora ; the remainder he left about fifteen miles in the rear, con- 
cealed in a wadi, or water courfe, near the river Euphrates, 
which place the Arabs deftined for the fcene of aétion ; for be-~ 
fides the Euphrates to the eat, and the water courfe to the north, 
there was a deep morafs to the fouth. 

«* Aly Mahomed, who did not want for perfonal courage, no 
fooner perceived his enemies near Bafflora, than he marched out 
with five thoufand chofen troops to attack them. The Arabs 
retreated towards their ambufcade, and were followed by the 
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Perfians. When the theick perceived that the Perfians had got 
‘between the water courfe and the morafs, he {allied out of the 

lace of his concealment, and with a part of the troops having 
clofed up the only opening to the weltward, he charged them 
{word in hand, in which being alfo well feconded by the other 
detachment, which had decoyed them towards the ambufcade, 


they together put every man of the Perfians to death, not leave ' 


ing one alive to carry back the news of their defeat. By an 
over-fight, very diflicult to be accounted for, fheick Tamur neg- 
lefted to purfue his victory, and march directly to Baffora, of 
which doubtlefs he would eafily have made himfelf matter ; for 
Aly Mahomed had left only a {mall garrifon in it, who would 
neither have had ftrength nor {pirit enough to have made any 
refiftance. 

** This account we received from one of the former inhabi- 
tants of Zebeer, whom we found employed in fearching among 
the ruins for what might have efcaped the hands of the Per. 
fians, when they plondered and deftroyed the place. 

“* In the evening we fettled our accousts with the hheick; 
and fo far from finding him mercenary and felfith, as thefe peo- 
ple are generally repretented, he behaved to us with a politenefs 
and liberality that would have done honour to the moit polihhed 
European. 

** It wil] be remembered that by our written agreement at 
Aleppo, I was to give him five hundred dollars on the road, and 
eight hundred more on our arrival at Graine: the former fum, 
therefore, I kept ready to be paid to his order; but the latter] 
counted and fealed up in a bag, to prevent any of them being 
loft or miflaid. When this bag was brought, as I was going to 
open it, *he fheick flopped me, afking it it had been counted 
and fealed up in my prefence ; and when I anfwered in the af- 
firmative with a carelefs, unaffected air, befpeaking no merit 
from the action, the threw it over his fhoulder, and ordered his 
fervant to putit into histrank. A man fhewing fuch confi- 
dence in another, could not be guilty of any bafenefs himielf: 
in which he alfo had the more credit from our fiiuation ; for 
had I deceived ‘him, he durit not have followed me to Baflora, 
to have demanded redrefs. 

«* December 18. At eleven o’clock the mules arrived from 
Baffora, efcorted by ten fepoys belonging to the factory. Afr 
taking leave of the Arabs, with mutual profeffions of friend- 
fhip, and a requeft from ovr honelt theick, that we fhould fend 
tor him to accompany us, if ever we patied that way again, we 


left Zebcer. 
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«© As the fepoys were on foot, and moved flowly, we left 
them with the baggage, and rode on towards Baffora. About 
half way we were met by Mr. Abraham and Mr, Gally, tw. of 
the Company’s fervants, who very politely came to meet and 
conduét us to the Englith factory, at which we arrived rather be- 
fore three in the afternoon. The appearance of Baffora was 
exceedingly gloomy, having, as I have before obferved, been al- 
moft depopulated by a plague, a fiege, and a famine. 

«« In the year 1772, there were iuppofed to be upwards of 
four hundred thoufand inhabitants in the place ; and on the day 
of our arrival, there were certainly not more than fix thoufand, 
including the Perfians. ‘The principal ftreets were like a bury- 
ing ground, with fcarcely a {pace of three feet between each 
grave. 

« December 30. Sailed for Mufcat ; and January 3, put 
into Bunder Aboufhaher, to refit. 

« January 6. The Nakhuda continued repairing his doa, 
and promifed to be ready in the evening: wind and weather as 
yefterday. I made fome enquiries of a man who had been at 
Perfepolis, concerning the prefent ftate of the ruins of that 
city: he called it Tuckta Jumfhid, and faid that there are only 
a few pillars and arches left, which are almoft covered with 
bufhes. The Grecian name of Perfepolis was totally unknown 
tohim; he reckoned it about onc huncred and twenty miles 
from Abonfhaher. 

“« Finding this man equally intelligent and communicative, 
IT enquired of him‘ alfo the prefent ftate of the modern cities, 
and indeed of the empire in general ; he informed me that If- 
palan, or, as he called it, Isfahan, was now almoft entirely de- 
ftroyed ; the feat of government being transferred to Shiras, 
where Kerreem Khan, the prefent fovereigns or, as he calls 
him(elf, the proteétor, refides. 

«* Kerreem Khan was one of the ableft generals of the fa- 
mous Nadir Shah, better known in Europe by the name of 
Kouli Khan. When his mafter was affaflinated, Kerreem Khan 
marched towards Perfia, and having a large body of troops de- 
voted to him, he afflumed the reins of government, which he has 
held ever fince. 

*«« A prince coming toa throne by hereditary fucceffion, or by 
eleétion, may venture to refide in an open city like Ifpahan ; 
bat an ufurper muft endeavour to fecure himfelf with fortifica- 
tions: for this reafon, Kerreem fixed upon Shiras, which is furs 
rounded with a wall and a ditch, fufficiently ftrong to refift the 
attacks of the Perfians; and in order to render himielf ftill 
more fecure, he has obliged all his principal officers to bring 
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their women into the city, from which none of them can ever 
go out again without his permiffion. Could any other advan. 
tage compenfate for the want of liberty, the Perfians would 
have no reafon to complain of the rigour of this order; for at 
Shiras they certainly enjoy every pleafure that can be derived 
from a fine climate and a fertile foil : they have fruits and veges 
tables of all kinds in abundance ; and of the grapes they make 
awine, the qualities of which have been celebrated by their 
well-known poet Hafiz ; who has alfo fpoken of the ladies with 
fach enthofiaim, as to fay the truth would only become an ori. 
ental writer ; but ftill there is no doubt of their beiag extremely 
beautiful : nor are the arts entirely unknown there, for at Shi. 
ras they manufaéture the fineft {word blades in the world, and 
adorn the handles of them with an enamel which would be ad. 
mired even in London or Paris, Nothing, in fhort, is wanting, 
to render Perfia a terreftrial paradife, excepting a regular go. 
vernment. The prefent ufurper, Kerreem Khan, is too far ad. 
vanced in years to make his power felt throughout the empire ; 
and whatever fucceflor he may have, will find he has much to 
do to unite a kingdom, which, for fo many years, has been ina 
ftate of anarchy and confufion. 

«« ‘She great Kouli Khan ruined Perfia ; the force he cel. 
leé&ted for the invafion of Hindoftan, excited in the nation in gee 
neral a fpirit of enterprize and adventure ; and the influx of 
wealth, ftom the plunder of that country, entirely deftroyed the 
fpirit of induftry.. In confequence of which, the cultivation of 
lands has been neglected, trade abandoned, and thofe troops 
which were levied for conqueft, having diflipated what they ac 
quired by plunder, have ever fince been ravaging their own nae 
tive country. 

«« The fate of Perfia may ferve as a leffon to all nations, to 
prefer the more flow, but falutary profits of trade. Superfluous 
wealth occafions a kind of fever in a kingdom ; during the.pa- 
roxifms of which, it feems to have acquired, uncommon ftrength; 
but being exhaufted by unnatural exertions, it at length finks 
down a miferable victim to its diforder, 

** It has been faid lord Clive propafed to pay the national 
debt by an expedition to China: he might, in a convivial mo- 
ment amangft his friends, have faid fuch a {cheme was prattica- 
ble, and fo it certainly is ; but he was tao found a politician to 
wifh to fee one hundred and fifty millions of f{pecie introduced 
at once into England, knowing, as he muft, that one half of 
that fum has irrecoverably ruined one of the greateft empiresia 
the world.

ProvenciaL Nosieman and the Counte/s of Tripoy. 


EFFERY RUDELL was a young nobleman of Provence, 2 

fine country, which was formerly a feoff of the empire, but 
now belongs to France. He lived in the time of king Richard 
the Fir of England, who, for his undaunted fpirit, was far- 
named Coeur de Lion. This prince having {pent fore part of 
his youth in Provence, became exceedingly intimate with Jef- 
fery Rudell ; and when he came to the crown, fent to entreat 
he would not forget their former friendhip, fo far as not to 
make him avifit. Jeffery Rudell accepted the invitation, came 
over, and was the firft that revived poetry in England, after it 
had lain dormant féveral hundred years. There are verfes of 
his compofing {till extant in the hands of fome of the ancient 
nobility and gentry of this kingdom, and Mr. Rhymer tells us 
that there are many more in the library of the grand duke of 
Tufcany. 

When king Richard made his crufade in the Holy Land, this 
Jeffery went with him, and proved himfelf no lefs 4 hero in the 
time of battle, than he was acourtier in the times of peace. He 
was a prifoner with that prince in Germany ; when, on his re- 
turn from fighting the battles,of Jefus Chrift, as they were fu- 
perftitioufly called, he was feized by the treacherous duke of 
— and detained three whole years for an exorbitant ran- 
om. 

King Richard at laft obtained his liberty ; but Jeffery did not 
come with him into England, but paffed into Bretagne, the in- 
heritance of prince Geofry, brother to Coeur de Lion, and who 
was father to that unhappy Arther who loft his life in the ufur- 
pation of his uncle John. ‘There did he hear fuch wonders of 
the beauty, wit, learning, and virtue, of the cduntefs of Tri- 
poly, that he became more truly enamoured of her character 
than is common, in our days, for men to be with the moft per- 
feét original that nature ever framed, or art improved.

He hired a veffel, and with the firit fair wind fet fail tot 
Tripoly. 

But though his paffion made him thus obftinately bent to for- 
fake all that befides was dear to him in the world, and ran fach 
hazards for the fight of his beloved objeét, yet his good fenfe 
fometimes remoniftrated to him, that the adventure he under 
took had in it fomething romantic ; and the uncertainty how he

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might be received on his arrival, filled him with the moft ter. 
rible ‘agitations, 

To alleviate the melancholy he was in, during his long voyage, 
he poured out the overflowings of his foul in many odes and 
fonnets ; but as they were all in the Provencial tongue, I for.
